POLITICAL CHANGE. 


The results of municipal elections 
in big eastern cities last month give 
hope to businessmen of relief from 
the burdens of influence and corrup- 
tion, with prospect of return to the 
liberty that is provided in an en- 
vironment of honesty and fair deal- 
ing. 

A comparatively young man, who 
was undistinguished until television 
gave him fame as counsel for the Ke- 
fauver committee, upset the party 
machine at New York city. At Phil- 
adelphia the Republicans, although 
their ticket was headed by a clergy- 
man, were turned out of office for 
the first time in sixty-eight years 
because of local party scandals. In 
other communities as well, voters 
demonstrated their revulsion against 
the lowered standards of political 
ethics which many had cynically 
accepted. 

For a long time, leaders have been 
saying that this country needed a 
change not so much in politics as in 
morals. The ordinary citizen himself 
has become infected with the itch to 
get all he can—from the government, 
from the public, from customers, 
from emplovers and from fellow 
workers—while giving as little as 
possible. Wage raises came easily 
when prices were put up to com- 
pensate. Higher taxes were passed 
along in higher prices. Full employ- 
ment brought higher wages, but 
lowered output. Everybody has been 
looking after himself, at the expense 
of the other fellow and also at the 
expense of ethics and honor. 


No such situation can last with- 
out a reversal of trend, else business 
would end in the jungle of dog eat 
dog. The spectacle not only of lax 
morality. but of downright dishon- 
esty in office, accelerated the awak- 
ening of the public. Warning came 
from those in responsible positions. 
A union officer told trade members 
they must stop loafing on the job, 
because they were pricing their 
products out of the market. So were 
a lot of other people. 

By and large. the businessman is 
as honest as they come. He must de- 
liver honest merchandise to his cus- 
tomers and give them satisfactory 
service or he will not long remain in 
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business. The golden rule has been 
found the best precept, not only be- 
tween buyer and seller, but between 
employer and employee. The shysters 
and sharpshooters may find a tem- 
porary success, but the public is 
fundamentally sound in morals and 
ethics. The signs of its current senti- 
ments in this regard are encourag- 
ing. 





COLD CLOSES SEASON. 


Record-breaking cold weather 
halted the nurserymen’s season in 
many of the northern states with a 
sudden freeze in the first week of 
November. 

Frozen soil was encountered in the 
fields November 3, and by November 
5 the mercury had slid down to a 
record low of 11 degrees at Chicago. 
That was 12.5 degrees colder than 
had ever been recorded there on No- 
vember 5. The highest temperature 
of the following day, 24 degrees, was 
only 1.9 degrees higher than the 
coldest temperature ever recorded at 
Chicago November 6, which was 22.1 
in 1910. In New York state, Buffalo 
reported an all-time low of 12 de- 
grees, and Albany, 15 degrees. Then 
snow and a blizzard followed, eight 
inches at Chicago, eleven inches at 
St. Louis and still more in other lo- 
calities. Sleet and freezing rain fell 
south of the snow belt. 

Up to that time nurserymen had 
been kept busy with autumn dig- 
ging and planting, occasional inter- 
ruptions by rain causing delay, as 
orders continued from landscape 
firms planting the thousands of new 
homes completed in the past two 
months. The latter, of course, hoped 
the unprecedented cold would not 
continve, and in most sections it did 
not. Temperatures in the 60’s were 
recorded at Chicago for several days 
during the second week of November 
before the mercury started to fall 
again to freezing. But heavy, all- 
day rains prevented digging and 
planting during some of the mild 
spell. Faced with larger backlogs 
of orders than ever, growers dug 
stock as they could. 


FARMERS WON’T SHARE RISE. 

While predicting that 1952 will 
bring more jobs, higher consumer 
incomes and perhaps some addition- 


al price increases, the federal bu- 
reau of agricultural economics,

The bureau’s forecasts were based 
upon the assumption that the ée.

“Total employment and wag 
rates are expected to continue to rv 
during the next year, though ata 
slower rate than in the past year, 
the report explained. 

The agency said, however, that 
there are a number of factors which 
should tend to moderate the upwar! 
pressure on the general price lew 
next year. It listed them as higher 
taxes, increased national productiv 
capacity, record supplies of fam 
products, price, wage and credit 
controls, and relatively large inven- 
tories of industrial products. 

“Obviously, any major change i 
defense plans, either a step-up or 
dampening, would materially infu 
ence the outlook. In the event that 
international tensions should tight- 
en further, bringing another wav 
of scare buying both by consumer 
and business and an upward revisior 
in defense outlays,  inflationay 
pressures could be augmented sharp 
ly. 

“On the other hand, if the inter 
national situation should enable 
some reduction in defense outlays 
business plans for capital expansion 
probably would be cut back ani 
further ease the economy.” 
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Review of Woody Plant Propagation

In the year 1802, in the pioneet 
community of Manchester, O., a boy 
of 16 wished to establish an apple 
orchard. Since there was a nurs- 
eryman in his family, he had already 
been taught how to bud, splice, graft 
and cleft graft on established stocks, 
but stocks were scarce. Apple seeds 
were probably available, but Joseph 
Curtis could not wait. He picked up 
a few apple roots which had been 
turned up by his father’s plow, cut 
them in pieces and grafted scions 
onto them. The grafted plants de- 
veloped into good productive trees, 
and thus began the now common 
practice of root grafting. 

Root Grafting. 

Root and collar grafting are par- 
ticularly well suited to the propaga- 
tion of both commercial and orna- 
mental apples. In good cultural con- 
ditions, root grafts will produce a 
high percentage of well branched, 
salable trees at the end of the second 
growing season. Since the grafting 
can be carried out during the winter, 
this technique helps to spread the 
propagation work load over the en- 
tire year. 

Modern propagators rarely 
confronted with a shortage of stock, 
since suitable stocks are readily 
available from several seedling pro- 
ducers. The Yakima valley, in 
Washington, is a particularly famous 
area for the production of seedling 
stock. 

For root grafting on apple, | 
usually obtain straight seedlings in 
No. 1, 3/16-inch and up grade. At 
the Arnold Arboretum we find that 
we can make about 250 grafts from 
every 100 such seedlings. We make 
the first graft well above the collar 
of the stock, using a relatively short 
scion and a relatively short portion 
of the seedling root. The second 
and occasional third grafts are made 
on the piece roots, using somewhat 
longer scions. These grafts are all 
planted deeply in early spring, and 
Ihave not noticed any marked dif- 
ferences in their subsequent develop- 
ment.

ing dogwoods are commonly grafted 
on started stocks in winter. During 
recent years, I have worked away 
from my former practice of plung- 
ing such grafts in peat moss in a 
case kept at a temperature of 70 
degrees Fahrenheit. I believe that it 
was James S. Wells, manager of 
Koster Nursery, who first suggested 
that I ought to try such grafts on 
the open bench in a house kept at 
60 degrees. We are still plunging 
grafts of flowering dogwood, but we 
are handling all magnolias and many 
maples in the open bench. For these

plants, use side grafts with dormant 
scions on slightly started stocks, 
usually with the buds just beginning 
to swell. 

Following grafting, we dip the en- 
tire graft in ordinary Parowax. We 
have a small, thermostatically con- 
trolled hot plate which will main- 
tain the wax at about 160 degrees. 
I feel that it is rather important to 
maintain this temperature. Colder 
wax may coat the plant too heavily 
and delay growth, while hotter wax 
might destroy the buds. We heat 
our wax in an old ice cream con- 
tainer, which is about six inches in 
diameter and fifteen inches deep. 
At the close of each day’s work, we 
put our container into a home- 
made, insulated half barrel so that 
the wax will heat up quickly the 
next morning. This not only in- 
creases our general efficiency, but it 
helps to avoid the sometimes dan- 
gerous practice of trying to heat 
grafting waxes too quickly. 





With deciduous plants in general, 
we remove the entire stock in one 
operation by severing it just below 
the upper end of the graft union. I 
like to see stocks cut very low, pos- 
sibly lower than in conventional 
practice, since I believe that low cut- 
ting leads to quicker healing at the 
union. With conifers, we remove 
the stocks in two or more operations, 
depending upon the species and the 
progress of the scions. 


Plunging the Grafts. 


We are still plunging our narrow- 
leaved evergreen grafts, usually in a 
closed case with about 70 degrees 
bottom heat. There are, however, 
two serious objections to this prac- 
tice. One is that it is often difficult 
to maintain proper moisture condi- 
tions in plunged pots. The other is 
that many leaves are frequently lost 
on both stock and scion when grafts 
are plunged for long periods. 

Grafts that are plunged in a mix- 
ture of Styrofoam A and peat moss 

one part each by volume) can be 
syringed frequently without produc- 
ing much settling and sogginess in 
the medium. Styrofoam A _ adds 
buoyancy and permeability to the 
mixture so that both pots and foliage 
can be kept suitably moist. Although 
the plants still lose a lot of foliage 
at times, I believe that the mixture 


of Styrofoam A with peat moss 
has produced some improvement 
over pure peat moss. 

Budding. 


Bud grafting, or budding, is one 
of the most efficient and commonly 
used of all propagating techniques. 
During the current year at the Ar- 
nold Arboretum, we have success- 
fully budded malus, prunus and 
sorbus in variety together with a 
few castanea, cercis and other spe- 
cies. 

We usually use the budwood of 
the current season’s growth on well 
established stocks, in which case the 
buds remain dormant until the 
following growing season. This year, 
however, we budded a few apples, 
using as budwood scions saved from 
our regular winter grafting. These 
scions were stored at 35 to 40 de- 
grees until mid-July, when they were 
used in plate budding on spring- 
planted apple stocks. Even at the 
late date about half the buds began 
to grow within a few weeks, The 
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stocks were then cut off above the 
developing buds. 


Plate Budding. 


In doing our plate budding, we 
followed the method described by 
W. R. Leslie, superintendent of the 
Dominion experimental _ station, 
Morden, Man., in his publication 
“Results of Experiments 1931 to 
1937.” 

A flap of bark and wood is 
lifted from the side of the stock by 
a single downward stroke of the 
knife, just as if the stock were being 
prepared for a shallow side graft. 
This flap is then shortened by a hori- 
zontal cut, leaving sufficient flap to 
come up to, but not cover, the bud. 
The bud may be prepared as in 
shield budding, or it may be made 
into a narrow wedge at the base. In 
either case, it should be carefully 
fitted to the cut surface of the stock 
and securely bound with rubber bud- 
ding strips or comparable material. 
Roger G. Coggeshall, assistant 
propagator at the Arnold Arboretum, 
has found this method easier to learn 
and to carry out than shield bud- 
ding. 

Mr. Leslie reports that May is the 
best time to apply plate buds at 
Morden. If the budding is done be- 
fore the leaves unfold on the stock, 
the stock should be cut back to 
within about six inches of the bud; 
if the leaves have unfolded, the stock 
should be cut back to the bud. Apple 
and crab apple have given best re- 
sults with stored scions collected the 
previous autumn, but several species 
of prunus have done better with 
scions obtained in late winter and 
then stored for a relatively short 
time. Waxing may be of value with 
both apples and stone fruits, espe- 
cially the latter. 

I should think that plate budding 
in early spring would be a useful 
technique in many nurseries, par- 
ticularly if scion wood were scarce, 
or if economic or special cultural 
conditions made it undesirable to 
leave stocks in the same location for 
more than two years. In some nurs- 
ery areas, for example, apple roots 
are likely to become infested with 
woolly aphis during their third year 
in the field. Doing spring budding 
on spring-planted stock perhaps 
might offer a partial solution to this 
problem. 

On certain occasions, as when one 


desires to bud after the bark has 


ceased to slip properly, plate bud- 
ding might be used to extend the 
normal budding season into early 
or even late autumn, depending upon 
budding, 


localitv. For such late 





freshly collected bud sticks might be 
successful. 

Value of Budding and Grafting. 

Any grafting technique practically 
assures the propagator that the 
grafted plant will be true to type 
and that it will almost always per- 
petuate the characteristics of the 
parent plant. Minor variations may 
occur in a vegetatively propagated 
plant, such as the McIntosh apple, 
but they are of distinctly minor im- 
portance when compared to the uni- 
formity of McIntosh apples as a 
whole. 

Although it is this uniformity 
which makes budding and grafting 
so valuable, increased vigor, hardi- 


ness, insect and disease resistance 
and special form may all be im- 
parted to plants by the grafting 


process. The role of grafting in in- 
creasing vigor of rosebushes and in 
the development of hardy “frames” 
for apple trees is well known to 
propagators. I would like, however, 
to speak briefly about insect resist- 
ance and special forms. 
Insect Resistance. 

During the past year I have be- 
come interested in the problem of 
woolly aphis resistance in apple 
stock. There are several promising 
stocks in the experimental stage, two 
of which have been used commer- 
cially. The first is Ivory’s Double 
Vigor, which originated in the plan- 
tation of Ivory’s, Ltd., Rangiora, 
New Zealand. This stock is believed 
to be a French crab apple seedling. 
It is not commonly available. The 
second, which has been used exten- 
sively in both New Zealand and 
South Africa, is the Northern Spy of 
American orchards. Both of these 
stocks have to be propagated vege- 
tatively, which would doubtless make 
them expensive in relation to seed- 
lings. I believe, however, that it 
would be well worth while for nurs- 
erymen to consider Northern Spy 
understocks if only to insure a 
permanent stock block of apples in 
woolly aphis infested areas. 


Dwarfing. 


Grafting may be employed to com- 
bine separate sexes in one plant, to 
produce standards of various kinds 
and to produce dwarfs. There is per- 
haps more interest in dwarfs than 
in any other special form. 

The fundamental causes of dwarf- 
ing are unknown, but, at least in 
some cases, it is possible to identify 
a dwarfing stock by observing the 
relative masses of wood and bark in 
its roots. Standard stocks are char- 
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acterized by much wood and rela. 


tively thin bark, while dwarfing 
stocks have relatively little wood 
and thick bark. This bark-woog 
ratio is evidently much more jm. 


portant than the growth rate or gep. 
eral development of a given stock 
on its own roots. There are doubt. 
less slow-growing dwarf apple trees 
with normally thin-barked roots 
which would probably not make 
good dwarfing stocks. They may ip. 
deed give rise to normally vigoroys 
trees in which the scion apparenth 
overcomes the lack of vigor in the 
stock. 

A particularly interesting feature 
of dwarfing stocks is that the dwarf. 
ing effect seems to limit the ultimate 
size of the tree more than its initial 
growth rate in the nursery row. Trees 
budded or grafted on dwarfing stocks 
may make a normal or near-normal 
growth for two or three years, but 
they will eventually slow down and 
will never attain normal size. Ip 
order to avoid scion rooting, all 
dwarf trees must be planted with the 
graft unions well aboveground. This 
fact should be strongly impressed 
on every amateur gardener who pur- 
chases such trees. If this stock js 
planted too deeply, scion rooting will 
soon eliminate the dwarfing effect of 
the stock. 


Dwarfing Stocks. 

The common quince, which is 
ordinarily grown from cuttings and 
used as a dwarfing stock for pear, 
is perhaps the best known and most 


widely accepted of all dwarfing 
stocks. There are several dwarfing 
stocks for apples. Of these, the 


various East Malling selections have 
received much attention. Clark's 
Dwarf, developed at the Iowa State 
College, Ames, is one of the most 
commonly used dwarfing stocks in 
American nurseries. At the Arnold 
Arboretum the semidwarfing stock 
Malus sikkimensis is being tested 
both for commercial and ornamental 
varieties of apples (See Arnoldia, 
Vol. 10 No. 12). Since this species 
comes practically true from seeds, 
it combines the desirable features of 
a clonal line with relative ease of 
propagation. In combination with 
McIntosh, the horizontal-branching 
habit of the stock appears in the 
scion so that the resultant trees have 
strong, wide-angled crotches. 

As far as I know, there is no gen- 
erally accepted dwarfing stock for 
any stone fruit, but Prunus tomtn- 
tosa looks promising for several 
varieties of peach.

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Plant Propagators Plan Association 


Approximately seventy-five _ per- 
sons from eleven states attended a 
meeting arranged for plant propaga- 
tors at the Hotel Statler, Cleveland, 
Q.. November 8 and 9. It was the 
frst such meeting to be held since 
the old American Plant Propaga- 
tors’ Association ceased to exist near- 
ly twenty years ago. 

The meeting at Cleveland was ar- 
ranged with three main purposes in 
mind. The first was to determine the 
interest in plant propagation among 
nurserymen and_ related groups. 
Second, the formation of a new or- 
ganization of plant propagators was 
to be discussed if the interest was 
sufficient to warrant such a move. 
Third, several papers on various 
phases of plant propagation were to 
be presented. The meeting was a 
success from all three standpoints. 

The program was opened by the 
chairman, Edward H. Scanlon, com- 
missioner of shade trees, Cleveland, 
who was mainly responsible for ar- 
ranging the meeting. He made a 
few statements regarding the pur- 
poses of the meeting and then intro- 
duced Arthur L. Munson, director 
of public properties, Cleveland, who 
presented an address of welcome. 

Damping-off Control. 

Prof. Forrest Strong, department 
of botany, Michigan State College. 
East Lansing, was to have presented 
the main discussion of the morning 
sssion. In his absence, his paper, 
“Problems in the Control of Damp- 
ing-off of Tree Seedlings,” was read 
by Dr. Roger U. Swingle, senior 
pathologist, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, division of 
forest pathology, Columbus, O. 

The fungi which cause damping- 
off belong to the genera pythium, 
phytophthora, fusarium and rhizoc- 
tonia and are soil-borne. Some 
these fungi are usually present in 
nursery soils and are capable of feed- 
ing on humus material in the soil if 
living plant parts are absent. If 
seedling plants are present, they will 
attack and eat the succulent living 
tissues of the stems and roots. At- 
tacks are usually near the soil sur- 
face, and damping-off of the seed- 
ling usually occurs within the first 
few weeks after the seedling appears 
above the soil surface. The seedling 
8 more resistant after a few weeks, 
but the fungi may still attack the 
roots, causing root rot.

The more humus material present 
in the soil, the more favorable it is 
for the growth of the fungi; thus 
sandy soils with little organic matte 
are best for seedbeds. Good drain- 
age is essential, and overcrowding of 
the seedlings should be avoided. 
Rhizoctonia grows best in dry acid 
soils and at high soil temperatures. 
Pythium is favored by neutral or 
alkaline soils that are moderately 
wet and have low temperatures. 
Consequently, one of these fungi may 
predominate under one set of con- 
dions, while another may be prev- 
alent the next year. This fact is a 
partial answer to the question of 
why chemicals vary in their effec- 
tiveness from year to year. 

Soil sterilization by steam . or 
chemicals is frequently practiced 
for the control of damping-off. 
Steam sterilization is one of the best 
methods, but it is usually not eco- 
nomically practical for large areas. 
Recontamination of the soil by tools 
or other means after sterilization 
should be avoided. 

Fungicidal chemicals have 
used for many years. These chem- 
icals are usually sprinkled or dusted 
on the soil surface, although some 
may be mixed with the soil. Seed 
treatments have given indifferent re- 
sults, preventing some pre-emer- 
gence damping-off. Sulphuric acid 
has been used for treating conifer 
seedbeds. It is most effective in pre- 
venting damping-off in soils low in 
organic matter. A two per cent solu- 
tion is applied at the rate of one-half 
pint per square foot of seedbed area 
immediately after sowing the seeds. 
Formaldehyde, another commonly 
used chemical, is applied at the rate 
of one-quarter to one and one-quar- 
ter fluid ounces per square foot. An 
even distribution is necessary, and 
the seedbed must be covered with 
tigthly woven or waterproof canvas. 
After twenty-four hours the canvas 
is removed and the soil is aerated 
for five to ten days before the seeds 
are sown. Dry soils are necessary for 
good penetration of the gas. 
Aluminum sulphate, iron sulphate, 
acetic acid and similar chemicals 
have been partially successful. in con- 
trolling damping-off by increasing 
soil acidity. Other materials used 
are calomel, zinc oxide, copper car- 
bonate, Cuprocide, Semesan, Cere- 
san, Tersan and Crag 658. 

Thiurad, tetramethylthiuram disul- 


been 


phide, is one of the most promising 
of the new materials. This material, 
applied at the rate of .05 to 1.5 
ounces per foot and mixed 
into the top four inches of soil, has 
reduced pre-emergence damping-oft 
and has lowered to some extent the 
postemergence loss. It should be 
applied about three days previous to 
sowing the seeds. Crag 658 and a 
mixture of improved Ceresan with 
potassium iodide also look promis- 
ing as control measures.

The Plant Propagator. 


The afternoon session opened with 
a talk entitled “The Plant Propaga- 
tor—the Basis of Our Industry,” 
by James S. Wells, manager of Kost- 
er Nursery, Bridgeton, N. J. During 
the past twenty years we have seen 
the business of the horticulturist 
emerge from the rule of thumb era 
to that of scientific certainty. The 
plant propagator has had to learn 
to use the new tools and chemicals, 
such as hormones, which science has 
made available to him. These scien- 
tific discoveries must be used along 
with the practical, down-to-earth 
knowledge of plant propagation. 
The plant propagator of today is 
part botanist, part scientist and part 
commercial grower. There has been 
a slow transition from the old-time 
gardener, who depended mainly up- 
on emperical knowledge and _ lore 
handed down from the dim past, to 
the modern plant propagator, who, 
while still relying mainly upon his 
sense of right and wrong, is able to 
take advantage of modern scientific 
advances to increase his skills and 
to make him into a highly trained 
craftsman. The future existence of 
a plant propagators’ organization 
might well be based on the concept 
of the thoroughly trained craftsman. 

The craft guilds of Europe, which 
flourished until 1835, had _ three 
clear-cut characteristics. These were 
strong fraternal cooperation with a 
free exchange of ideas, corporate 
solidarity and Christian brother- 
hood. The guilds became arbiters 
of conduct, developed codes of ethics 
and set up standards of excellence 
by which men were judged. 

Mr. Wells had the following sug- 
gestions to make relative to mem- 
bership in the proposed plant propa- 
gators’ organization: One was that 
the requirement for full member- 
ship should be stringent and should

reflect an extremely high standard 
of ethics, skill and experience. An- 


other was that full membership 
should be preceded by a period as 
a novice, during which time the 
prospective member would have 
ample opportunity to demonstrate 
his knowledge and skill and his will- 
ingness to abide by the rules of the 
guild. 

Full membership would require at 
least ten years’ active and practical 
experience in the art of plant 
propagation, high standard of in- 
tegrity in the community and the 
trade, which should be vouched for 
by not less than four persons of sim- 
ilar standing, and a ready willing- 
ness to share freely his knowledge 
and skills with other members. The 
last point should be of paramount 
importance, said Mr. Wells. He 
further stated, “Full membership 
should be an honor and a praise 
which has to be won, not handed out 
on a platter. Full membership in the 
plant propagators’ guild should 
stamp its recipient as a master crafts- 
man in his trade, as a man of un- 
usual ability, integrity and skill and 
as one who has demonstrated for all 
to see that he is more concerned with 
the long-term advancement of the 
horticultural industry than with the 
short-term commercial advantages 
that might perhaps accrue from the 
close guarding of the knowledge he 
may have.” 

Mr. Wells concluded his discus- 
sion by showing a number of slides 
on methods he follows in the propa- 
gation of hybrid rhododendrons by 
stem cuttings. 

Considerable discussion followed 
the presentation of the above paper, 
and ideas were freely expressed 
about the type of organization plant 
propagators should strive to develop. 
A committee was appointed to de- 
velop a constitution for considera- 
tion by the assembled group. This 
committee consisted of James IE. 
Ilgenfritz, John D. Siebenthaler, 
James S. Wells, Richard Fillmore, 
Roy Nordine, Pieter Zorg, Dr. L. C. 
Chadwick, F. L. O’Rourke and 
Roger Pease. 

Juvenility Factor. 

The last paper of the first after- 
noon session, given by F. L. 
O’Rourke, department of horticul- 
ture, Michigan State College, East 
Lansing, was entitled, “The Effect 
of Juvenility in Plant Propagation.” 
Professor O’Rourke reviewed some 
of the literature on juvenility and 
gave some of his own experiences 
in trying to determine the influence 
of juvenility on the rooting of cut- 








tings. Shoots arising from adventi- 
tious buds on roots frequently show 
juvenile — characteristics. Shoots 
arising from nodal buds on cutback 
seedlings show characteristics inter- 
mediate between the juvenile and 
mature types of growth. The greate: 
the degree of juvenility, the greate1 
the rooting percentage is likely to 
be. 

Prof. V. T. Stoutemyer, depart- 
ment of ornamental horticulture, 
University of Southern California, 
Los Angeles, reported that when 7- 
year-old seedlings of Malus sargenti 
were cut back, cuttings taken from 
resulting shoots rooted from eighty- 
nine to ninety-three per cent. Dr. 
F. E. Gardner, principal horticul- 
turist at the U. S. D. A. fruit in- 
vestigation station, Orlando, Fla., 
noted that not only were there a 
greater number of cuttings rooted 
from younger plants of such genera 
as acer, catalpa, ilex, malus, picea, 
pinus, prunus, pyrus, robinia, taxo- 
dium, thuja and ulmus, but also that 
the time required for roots to occur 
was shortened. 

N. H. Grace reported that cuttings 
taken from the lower third of the 
top of an 18-year-old Norway spruce 
rooted much better than cuttings 
taken from the upper portion of the 
tree. 

Professor O’Rourke noted the 
point that K. V. Thiman and A. L. 
DeLisle reported in 1939 that age 
of the plant was the most important 
factor affecting the rooting of trees 
considered difficult to root. With 
increase in the age of the tree there 
was a decrease in the rooting per- 
centage of cuttings taken therefrom. 
This characteristic is called physio- 
logical juvenility, which is quantita- 
tive in character, but may also be 
associated with qualitative morpho- 
logical differences. The group met 
in the evening for a banquet and 
general get-together, 

Woody Plant Propagation. 

The program Friday morning 
opened with “A General Review of 
Woody Plant Propagation,” by 
Richard H. Fillmore, propagator, 
Arnold Arboretum, Jamaica Plain, 
Mass. Mr. Fillmore demonstrated 
and discussed various phases of plant 
propagation under the headings of 
grafting, budding, cuttings, seeds and 
air layering. The first part of Mr. 
Fillmore’s talk appears on page 7 
of this issue, and it will be concluded 
in a subsequent issue. 


Shade Tree Selection. 


Edward H. Scanlon, commission- 
er of shade trees at Cleveland, closed 
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the morning session with a discussion 
of “The New Trend in Shade Tre, 
Selection.” This discussion was illys. 
trated with third-dimension colo 
slides. Mr. Scanlon stressed the jm. 
portance of using trees that fit the 
location in which they are planted 
Dwarf trees, narrow, upright forms 
and intermediate types all hay 
their place. The functional use of 
trees must be considered for 
and highway planting.

Factors Affecting Rooting. 

The Friday afternoon session was 
opened with a discussion of “Cop. 
trolled Humidification as an Aid to 
Vegetative Propagation,” by Dr 
L. C. Chadwick, department of hor. 
ticulture, Ohio State University. 
Columbus. He discussed some of the 
fundamental factors to consider jp 
the rooting of cuttings. The assump- 
tion was made that all dicotyledop. 
ous plants can be rooted from cut. 
tings, providing the right combina. 
tion of internal and external factors 
is attained. Successful rooting of 
cuttings is dependent upon careful 
manipulation of external conditions 
to fit the internal conditions. 

The important internal factors 
for successful rooting of cuttings can 
be divided into two groups, anatoni- 
cal and physiological. The anatomi- 
cal factors are the healing of the 
wound made in making the cutting 
and the presence of initial roots or 
the ability to form them. Roots on 
softwood cuttings of many plants 
follow definite patterns, which should 
be considered in making cuttings. 
The important physiological factors 
are food supply, consisting mostly 
of starches, sugars and amino acids; 
hormones; water, and some up- 
known or unclassified factors which 
can be designated as factor X. 

Both the anatomical and _ physio- 
logical factors are variable in plants. 
The successful propagator realizes 
this fact and tries to select and han- 
dle cuttings in such a way as to 
offset deficiencies that exist or may 
develop. 

External factors involved in the 
rooting of cuttings can also be di- 
vided into two groups, environ- 
mental and cultural. The important 
environmental factors are water 
of the rooting medium and of the 
atmosphere, oxygen, temperature 
and light. Some of the cultural fac- 
tors are rooting media, leaf re 
duction, the use of synthetic growth 
substances and the position of the 
basal cut. While these and other 
cultural factors are important, it 3 
probable that they are not so often

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Dormant Sprays for Trees and Shrubs 


The period from February 15 to 
April 15 has been designated by the 
Wisconsin department of agricul- 
ture as the proper time for dormant 
spraying of nursery stoc k. In an 8- 
page mimeographed circular issued 
by the office of the state entomolo- 
gist, dormant spray treatments are 
suggested for various insect pests 
and diseases of common trees and 
shrubs. It is pointed out, however, 
that treatments may eliminate a 
pest, but reinfestation is more likely 
to occur on trees in poor health. 


For Insect Pests. 


Miscible oils, such as Dendrol, 
Dormiol, Emulso, Peninsula, Stano- 
lind and Sunoco, used at the rate of 
three gallons of oil to 100 gallons of 
water, should be applied to trees and 
shrubs when they are completely 
dormant. This type of treatment is 
recommended for San Jose scale and 
scurfy scale on ash trees; elm case- 
bearer, European elm scale, scurfy 
scale and other minor scale insects 
on elm trees; San Jose scale on 
mountain ash trees; Scotch pine 
scale, pine-needle scale and pine bark 
aphis on pine trees, and bud scale 
on spruce trees. It may be used for 
oyster-shell scale, scurfy scale, San 
Jose scale and Putnam’s scale on ap- 
ple trees. Although other insecticides 
are recommended, it may also be 
used for cottony maple scale on ma- 
ple trees. 

Trees and shrubs should be com- 
pletely dormant when spraying with 
dinitro sprays, such as DN289, 
Krenite or Elgetol, which may be 
used effectively at the rate of one 
gallon to 100 gallons of water. They 
are recommended for the control of 
erinose mite and maple bladder gall 
mite on maple trees; oyster-shell 
scale, scurfy scale, San Jose scale 
and Putnam’s scale on apple trees; 
pear blister mite on pear trees; 
leucanium scale and red spider on 
arborvitae; red spider on balsam, 
spruce and fir trees; aphis and scale 
on juniper; leucanium scale and 
mealy bug on yews; oyster-shell 
sale and San Jose scale on coto- 
neaster; scurfy scale on dogwood; 
oyster-shell scale on lilacs; rose scale 
on roses and raspberries, and snow- 
ball aphis on viburnums. 

Dinitro sprays may also be used 
during the dormant season for San 
Jose scale and scurfy scale on ash 
trees; elm case-bearer, European elm 
sale, scurfy scale and other minor 
sale insects on elm trees; Scotch 


pine scale, pine-needle scale and pine 
bark aphis on pine trees, and bud 
scale on spruce trees. Although other 
insecticides are recommended, dini- 
tro sprays may also be used for cot- 
tony maple scale on maple trees. 

When a serious infestation occurs, 
dinitro and miscible oil are effective, 
used at the rate of one-half gallon 
of dinitro compound to a two pet 
cent miscible oil spray. Again, trees 
must be completely dormant when 
the spray is applied. Such a spray 
may be used for San Jose scale and 
scurfy scale on ash trees; elm case- 
bearer, European elm scale, scurfy 
scale and other minor scale insects 
on elm trees; oyster-shell scale, 
scurfy scale, San Jose scale and Put- 
nam’s scale on apple trees, and peat 
blister mite on pear trees. 

Lime-sulphur, used at the rate of 
one’ gallon of concentrated liquid 
lime-sulphur to seven gallons of wa- 
ter, is an effective spray for witches’- 
broom on hackberry and cottony ma- 
ple scale on maple trees. It may also 
be used for oyster-shell scale, scurfy 
scale, San Jose scale and Putnam’s 
scale on apple trees. However, the 
mixture reacts to paint and should 
not be used near painted buildings. 

Nicotine sulphate 40 per cent, 
used at the rate of one pint to 100 
gallons of water, to which should be 
added five pounds of a detergent 
soap, can be used as a delayed dor- 
mant spray just as the plant growth 
begins. It is recommended for con- 
trolling cockscomb gall aphis on elm 
trees; gall aphis on hickory trees; 
apple-leaf aphis and other aphis on 
apple trees; gall aphis on spruce 
trees, and aphis on junipers. 

Carbolineum may be used at full 
strength as a dormant spray before 
the last week in April. Care must be 
taken so that the material does not 
come in contact with plant roots. 
Painted on the trunks of trees to a 
height of six feet with a brush or 
swabbing material, it is effective in 
the control of borers on poplar and 
willow trees. 

Pruning off heavily infested por- 
tions of a tree or shrub or gall for- 
mations in which insects overwinter 
mav greatly reduce or prevent the 
rapid spread of some insects. Among 
those reduced by pruning are 
witches’-broom on hackberry, gall 
insects on oak trees and rosebushes, 
gall aphis on spruce trees and borers 
and tree cricket eggs on raspberry 
bushes. 


I'rees may be protected from cer- 
tain insects while becoming estab- 
lished after transplanting by wrap- 
ping the trunks with burlap, cloth, 
special paper or aluminum foil. The 
covering should be left on for at least 
two full growing seasons. It is rec- 
ommended for protection against 
borers on ash, maple and oak trees 
and against damage from borers and 
rodents on apple trees. 


Sprays for Diseases. 


In the past few years many new 
fungicides have been introduced. A 
partial list of fixed copper com- 
pounds, used as substitutes for Bor- 
deaux, includes Basicop, Bordow, 
Cupro K, COCS, Oxobordeaux, 
Spraycop, Tennessee 26, Tennessee 
34 and Tribasic. Similarly, wettable 
sulphurs being used instead of lime- 
sulphur include Dritomic, Flotation 
Paste, Flotox, Kolofog, Magnetic, 
Mike, Sulfix, Sulforon, 3M, Linco 
and Elgetol. Among the new organic 
fungicides are such trade names as 
Fermate, Karbam, Dithane, Par- 
zate, Zerlate, Phygon and Puratized 
N5-E. 

For the control of anthracnose, 
Gloeosporium aridum, on ash trees, 
Bordeaux 4-4-50 is recommended, to 
be applied once before the buds 
break and again just after the buds 
break. Yellow leaf blister, Magnusi- 
ella flava, on birch trees should be 
treated by spraying with Bordeaux 
4-4-50 before the buds break and 
when the leaves are half grown. 

Black leaf spot, Gnomonia ulmea, 
on elm trees, should be treated with 
three applications of Bordeaux 
4-4-50: One when the leaves are un- 
folding, another when the leaves are 
full grown and a third two weeks 
later. Elm leaf curl, Taphrina ulmi, 
can be controlled by one application 
of Bordeaux 4-4-50 when the leaves 
are half grown. 

For leaf blotch, Guignardia aes- 
culi, on horse chestnut trees, several 
applications of Bordeaux 4-4-50 are 
recommended, to be. made from the 
time buds appear to the time the 
leaves are full grown. Bordeaux 
4-4-50 applied before the buds 
break, with two later applications at 
2-week intervals, is needed for 
anthracnose, Gnomonia tiliae, of 
linden trees. The treatment for leaf 
spot, Cercospora microsora, on lin- 
den trees is the same as that for 
anthracnose. 

Two to three applications of Bor-

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PROPAGATION POINTERS 
PROVE HELPFUL. 

Never having had experience in 
the propagation of trees and shrubs, 
Ivan R. Congdon, Ivan R. Congdon 
Nursery, North Collins, N. Y., was 
encouraged by other nurserymen to 
try propagating such stock. He made 
his first attempts in June and July 
of this year and here describes his 
success: 

‘Thanks to the interesting and in- 
formative articles by James S. Wells 
published in the American Nursery- 
man, I have made a successful start 
in propagating softwood cuttings. 
In the past I have been primarily a 
small fruit grower, buying all of my 
lining-out stock from nurseries which 
specialized in shrubs. However, aft- 
er some encouragement, I decided to 
try a few frames of cuttings myself. 





That was when the pointers in Mr. 
Wells’ articles helped to bring about 
an experience that was both inter- 
esting and successful. 


“IT started two frames under the 
direct supervision of Harold Smith, 
New York state nursery inspector, 
Fredonia, N. Y., with helpful sug- 
gestions from Robert Enck, assistant 
farm bureau county agent, and Dr. 
A. M. S. Pridham and Dr. Snyder, 
both members of the faculty at Cor- 
nell University, Ithaca, N. Y. 

“Both frames are 6x86 feet: the 
first was started June 29 and the sec- 
ond July 26. In making sashes for 
the frames I used Cel-O-Glass in- 
stead of glass, and I now realize that 
this was a mistake. The Cel-O-Glass 
is satisfactory during all but the 
winter months, when it will not with- 
stand the weight of snow and water, 
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possibly combined with a mulch, | 
have had to seek other methods fo 
protecting the plants this winte; 
either by putting them in storage o 
layering them in trenches.

“IT have had the pleasure of show. 
ing my frames to several prominen 
nurserymen who have stopped here 
and I appreciate the helpful sugges. 
tions they have made. In the frames 
is a total of 40,000 cuttings of Cary- 
opteris, Deutzia_ gracilis, Deutgig 
lemoinei, Nikko Blue hydrangea 
Philadelphus aureus, Spiraea An 
thony Waterer, Spiraea chenault) 
Spiraea thunbergi, Weigela Eyg 
Rathke and variegated weigela, Of 
these, I had trouble with only two 
varieties, Spiraea Anthony Watere 
and Spiraea thunbergi, and that was 
probably because I took the cuttings 
too late. Even considering this dif. 
ficulty, I had nearly a 100 per cent 
stand. With such a successful start 
I am looking forward to planting 
more frames next year.”

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Street Trees for Northern California 


The thinking of tree specialists re- 
yarding satisfactory kinds of street 
trees has undergone a marked change 
in recent years. This has been large- 
ly due to the rapid growth of urban 
areas; changing conditions, such as 
increased traffic hazards and modern 
architecture, and increased knowl- 
edge of the suitability or unsuitability 
of certain trees for streetside plant- 
ing. Lists of recommended trees 
which governed street tree planting 
programs in some western cities 
twenty-five years ago, or even as re- 
cently as ten years ago, are now 
almost obsolete. Under these circum- 
stances it would appear that we 
should be continuously taking stock 
of our street tree problem, with a 
view to making necessary revisions 

After many years of thought and 
discussion on the matter of suitable 
trees for streetside planting, it is our 
belief that there is no such thing as 
a perfect street tree. Regardless of 
how desirable a tree may appear to 
be, it will have some disadvantages 
and will not be perfectly adapted to 
all conditions. The matter of per- 
sonal opinion also enters strongly 
into the rating of a tree. 

In making street tree selections it 
should be borne in mind that the 
trend today is toward smaller trees 
or more upright trees. Other com- 
plicating factors governing the choice 
of a street tree for a given neighbor- 
hood are width of the parkway, 
width of the street, the kind and vol- 
ume of traffic, overhead clearance of 
utilities, quality of soil, exposure, 
building setback, preference of local 
residents and cost of maintenance. 

Sixty species which seem to satisfy 
current street tree requirements have 
been placed in three groups, accord- 
ing to a general adaptability, and 
are listed at the right. In the first 
group are those trees recommended 
for general use without reservation; 
in the second group are those suitable 
for certain conditions or for restricted 
areas, and in the third group are 
those that seem to be desirable, but 
that need additional testing. It is 
obvious that no tree will give satis- 
faction unless carefully planted and 
properly maintained.

Prunus Maritima. 


Prunus maritima, the beach plum, 
is an upright, straggly, spreading 
shrub to about six feet in height. At 
maturity it becomes more rounded 
in outline than the one pictured on 
the cover. It is native of the coastal 
area from Maine to Virginia and has 
been known since 1818. 

The generic name, prunus, comes 
from the Latin name, Pru-nus, and 
the species name, maritima, means 
maritime, or of the sea, and is ap- 
plied to indicate the coastal habitat 
of the plant. 

The ovate to elliptic leaves are 
about two inches long, dull green 
above and somewhat lighter-colored 
beneath. They are toothed and ar- 
ranged alternately on the stems. 

The flowers are white, small, borne 
two to three in a cluster for consid- 
erable distance along the stem and 
appear in late April and early May. 
The fruits, deep purple in color and 
about one-half to three-fourths of 
an inch in diameter, ripen in late 
summer. They are produced. abun- 
dantly and can be used for jam and 


jelly. Several named varieties are 
grown for their fruit. 
The beach plum is_ perfectly 


hardy and is adapted to almost any 
soil and climatic condition. It does 
well when planted on sand barrens 
and along the eastern coast, where 
it is subject to salt water spray. It 
is extremely drought resistant arid 
will do well in either sunny or shady 
exposures. Propagation is by seeds. 

The beach plum does not have 
much to recommend it as an orna- 
mental shrub. Its value lies prima- 
rily in its adaptability to adverse con-

“Growing Since ’98”’ 
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Small Legumes of Ornamental Value 


Although usually thought of as 
economic plants, such as peas and 
beans of the vegetable garden and 
forage for livestock, legumes, includ- 
ing both woody and _ herbaceous 
plants, hold much of value for the 
ornamental garden. That 
tion is not in accord with the usual 
conception of garden making, for 
few legumes other than _lupines, 
false indigo and two or three other 
border plants have received much 
attention from gardeners. Yet there 
is a large amount of really good ma- 
terial among these plants, even after 
excluding the trees and shrubs. 

Kidney Vetches. 

If represented in gardens at all, 
the kidney vetches will likely be seen 
in some form of Anthyllis vulneraria, 
and quite likely in its variety dil- 
leni. That is all very well as far as 
it goes, for the lady’s-fingers are all 
fine ornaments, either the white, yel- 
low or red-flowered forms. Their 
height of fifteen to thirty inches 
makes them too large to come with- 
in our present limits, however. On 
the other hand, A. montana’s stat- 
ure of about six inches, less if it is 
given the sterile soil it should have, 
is exactly suited to our present 
needs, and its mats of gray, silky 
leaves make a lovely background for 
the showers of pea flowers in sum- 
mer. These flowers may be the pur- 
ple of the type, the least desirable of 
all that I have seen, or they may be 
the pleasing deep red of variety 
rubra or the carmine-red of car- 
minea. 

These plants should be liked by 
American gardeners, especially in 
states east of the Rocky mountains, 
for they grow well in our hot, dry 
climate, even in the poorest soil and 
the sunniest situations. They are 
easily grown from seeds, coming 
true to color, and may also be repro- 
duced from soft cuttings in spring. 

Milk Vetches. 

Many things have conspired to 
make the milk vetches, astragalus, 
unknown in gardens, not the least 
of which is their vast number. Per- 
haps a majority of the more than 
1,500 species have little, if any, gar- 
den value. The difficulty in trans- 
planting them has also had some in- 
fluence on their unpopularity. The 
reason they must be carefully trans- 
planted is because they are mycoc- 
hizal, having fungi on their roots

Because neither plants nor seeds 
are regular articles of commerce, no 
varietal names will be mentioned. A 
search in out-of-the-way _ places, 
especially in lists of western collec- 
tors, will reveal a number of good 
garden plants. More than eighty 
kinds of astralagus have been count- 
ed in Colorado alone. They are best 
propagated from seeds sown out- 
doors in autumn. If planted in 
spring, the seed coats should be

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


NURSERY STOCK PRICES. 

The prices of nursery stock are 
often so widely divergent that they 
become a problem among nursery- 
men and a perplexity to customers. 
This divergence is due, in part, to 
the natural slow operation of the 
law of supply and demand. Price 
differences also arise from the nurs- 
eryman’s lack of confidence in his 
product and also from his lack of 
realization of the needs of customers. 

The sale of rosebushes may be 
used as an example of how prices 
vary in different types of retail out- 
lets. A successful landscape nursery- 
man once remarked that he won- 
dered who ever made any money on 
rosebushes. There are two obvious 
answers. Rose growers who issue big, 
colored rose catalogs surely make a 
good deal of money on rosebushes. 
On the other hand, some garden 
store operators, landscape nursery- 
men and cash-and-carry nurserymen 
may consider the 1,000 or 2,000 rose- 
bushes they sell each year a nuisance. 
The same situation is true of a num- 
ber of different plants handled simi- 
larly. 

Prices of slow-growing nursery 
stock are often unreasonably high or 
unaccountably low, because the op- 
eration of the law of supply and de- 
mand works slowly, and individual 
nurserymen cannot judge the trend. 
Often a plant that has been scarce 
will maintain a high price even after 
it becomes more plentiful. Similarly, 
a plant that has become scarce will 
carry an obviously unprofitable 
price much longer than it should. An 
example is the unusually high prices 
obtained for old boxwood in the 
1920’s. During the worst of the de- 
pression, we continued to purchase 
and move boxwood at high prices, 
although in less quantity, so that a 
boxwood for which a customer in 
the 30’s might have paid $300 or 
$400 would rarely bring over $100 
today, in spite of the tremendous in- 
crease in labor costs. 

Lack of confidence in their prod- 
ucts has made nurserymen them- 
selves responsible for the shade tree 
situation today. We nurserymen do 
not seem to realize that the home- 
owner who buys a refrigerator, tele- 
vision set, stove or automatic washer 
will willingly pay $50 to $75 for a 
shade tree. However, for that price 


he wants to receive a 3-inch tree 
with a straight trunk, a full, sym- 
metrical top and a properly root- 
pruned and balled root system. Too 
many nurserymen think in terms of 
an 8 to 10-inch tree, while the cus- 
tomer is looking for something with 
more immediate landscape value. 

We make another mistake when 
pricing novelties. Many worth-while 
novelties have not sold successfully 
because not enough was charged for 
them. As a result, they did not pay 
their way when introduced, and the 
nurseryman became timid and did 
not give them the advertising build- 
up they needed. Worth-while novel- 
ties will sell at a profit if they are 
properly brought to the attention of 
the public.

Large firms in other industries 
usually have house organs, some even 
sizable magazines or types of pub.

ficult to gear one to most nursery 
businesses. In this respect the land. 
scape nursery has a decided advan. 
tage over the other types of nun. 
eries. Not only is there a special 
appeal for this type of publication to 
the landscape customer, but the list 
of customers of a landscape nursery 


is much shorter and the individual 
sale is much larger than for other 
types of retail nurseries. It is only 


when the average sale runs $50 of 
more that it would be conceivably 
possible to mail such a publication to 
one’s clientele. 

I have noticed an increasing tend- 
ency among landscape nurseries to 
use an introductory booklet rather 
than a nursery catalog as a bus- 
ness builder and direct-mail adver. 
tising piece. Such a booklet describ. 
ing the manner of rendering land- 
scape services and containing an 
swers to questions that a new home- 
owner or landscape prospect might 
ask could be a valuable _ business 
getter, which, coupled with a mag- 
azine such as “The Four Seasons,” 
could be used to maintain customer 
interest and to keep customers com- 
ing back. 

The late Robert Pyle _ issued, 
through the Conard-Pyle Co. 
publication entitled “Success with 
Roses.” I should think that ina 
specialty like roses, which have such 
a broad interest to gardeners, a 
house organ would furnish profitable 
publicity. 

The old Meehan Nurseries, at 
Germantown, Pa., had a fine land- 
scape organization in its heydey, 
about forty years ago. At that time 
they published “Meehan Monthly,” 
a garden bulletin, for which my 
father wrote a number of articles 
Its quality of printing and 
tography, too, was high for that

The plants and plant parts so ex- 
empt are seeds, fruits and cones 
deciduous cuttings without leaves, « 
evergreen cuttings, when not mor 
than twelve inches in length, and the 
articles constructed of such cutting, 
such as wreaths, sprays and roping 
all woody plants and parts thered! 
that have been grown in the green- 
house throughout the year and when 
so labeled on the outside of the con 
tainer; herbarium specimens when 
dried, pressed and treated and 
labeled on the outside of the con 
tainers; leaves of deciduous trees 
that have been treated and dyed 
and certain plants and cuttings.

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Gladiolus Bulb Hearing 


Proposed trade practice rules for 
the gladiolus bulb industry were 
made public October 31 by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission for the con- 
sideration and hearing of interested 
or affected parties, and a hearing was 
scheduled for November 29 in the 
Federal Trade Commission building, 
Washington, D. C. 

The purpose of the proposed rules 
is to provide for the elimination and 
prevention of harmful trade practices 
so that the business of the gladiolus 
bulb industry may be maintained on 
a high plane of ethical and fair com- 
petition. The rules are an outgrowth 
of a regional trade practice confer- 
ence held at Los Angeles, Calif, 
January 6, and an industry-wide con- 
ference at Chicago May 4. A com- 
plete text of the proposed rules may 
be obtained by sending a réquest to 
the commission. 

There are two general divisions to 
the rulings. Group 1 embraces those 
unfair and deceptive practices which 
are to be considered illegal; group 2 
deals with the standards to be set up 
by the industry over and above the 
mandatory requirements of the law. 
Group 1 is at present composed of 
seventeen rules, while group 2 is 
made up of four rules conducive to 
sound business methods. 


Rules Revised. 


The present set of rules is the same, 
except for a few changes, as issued in 
January. 

Rule 2 under group 1, which sets 
up fair practices to prevent deception 
as to bulb size, after much discussion 
at previous hearings, is now stated as 
follows: 

“In the sale, offering for sale or 
distribution of industry products, it is 
an unfair trade practice for an indus- 
try member to misrepresent or decep- 
tively conceal the size of any gladiolus 
bulb, or to use any term such as 
‘jumbo,’ ‘large,’ ‘medium,’ or ‘small,’ 
or ‘No. 1,’ ‘No. 2,’ ‘No. 3,’ ‘No. 4,’ 
‘No. 5,’ ‘No. 6& and ‘No. 7,’ or any 
other term indicative of size, as de- 
scriptive of industry products under 
any circumstance or condition having 
the capacity and tendency or effect 
of deceiving purchasers or prospec- 
tive purchasers. 

“Under this rule the term ‘jumbo’ 
shall be confined to bulbs which are 
two inches or more in diameter; the 
term ‘large’ shall be confined to bulbs 
which are one and one-fourth inches 
or more in diameter; the term ‘medi- 
um’ shall be confined to bulbs which 
are three-quarters inch or more in 


diameter, and the term ‘small’ shall 
be confined to bulbs which are less 
than three-quarters inch in diameter. 

“Tn listings and offers for sale con- 
fined to wholesale buyers or jobbers, 
the size of bulbs may be indicated by 
number in accordance with the fol- 
lowing classification: No. 1, over one 
and one-half inches in diameter; No. 
2, one and one-half inches to one and 
one-quarter inches in diameter; No. 
3, one and one-quarter to one inch in 
diameter; No. 4, one inch to three- 
quarters inch in diameter; No. 5, 
three-quarters to one-half inch in 
diameter; No. 6, one-half to three- 
eighths inch in diameter, and No. 7, 
under three-eighths inch in di- 
ameter.” 


Advertising Bulb Sizes. 


At the Chicago hearing, a heated 
debate arose over F. T. C. control of 
advertisements containing bulb sizes, 
discussed in conjunction with the 
afore-mentioned rule 2. As the rule 
stands at present, this issue has been 
relegated to a voluntary basis in the 
nonmandatory group 2 section and is 
known as rule E, “Disclosure of size 
of bulbs.” It reads as follows:

number in accordance with the classi- 
fication set forth in paragraph 3 
of rule 2 in listings and offerings for 
sale confined to wholesale buyers and 
jobbers.” 


Rule on Blooming Guarantee. 


A highly controversial issue at both 
Los Angeles and Chicago was the dis- 
cussion of deception as to blooming 
and flowering as contained in rule 3. 
Because it was argued that, because 
blooming is dependent on so many 
uncontrollable factors, no bulb can be 
eyaranteed in that sense, rule 3 was 
revised, with some of the provisions 
now falling under paragraph 3 of 
tule 4, “Deceptive guarantee.” Rule 
3 now states as follows: 

“In the sale, offering for sale or 
distribution of industry products, it 
is an unfair trade practice for any 
industry member to misrepresent, di- 
rectly or indirectly, the ability of any 
of such products to bloom or flower; 
or to misrepresent or deceptively con- 
ceal the number of plantings and 
duration of growth necessary to effect 
satisfactory blooming and flowering. 


“When industry products are of 
such immaturity as not reasonably to 
be expected to bloom and flower sat- 
isfactorily the first season of their 
planting, such fact shall be clearly 
and conspicuously disclosed in all ad- 
vertisements and sales promotional 
literature relating to such products; 
provided, however, that such dis- 
closure need not be made when the 
size of the product is specified in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of 
rule 2 and sales of the products are 
confined to nurseries and commercial 
growers for their use as planting 
stock.” 

The rule contains a footnote, refer- 
ring to paragraph 3 of rule 4. The 
tule referred to reads: 


“When, because of their immatu- 
rity, bulbs or bulblets cannot reason- 
ably be expected to produce a flower 
during the first season of their plant- 
ing, industry members shall not guar- 
antee same to bloom or flower unless 
clear disclosure is made, either in the 
guarantee or in immediate conjunc- 
tion therewith, of the fact that bloom- 
ing and flowering will not likely occur 
during the first season of planting of 
such bulbs or bulblets.” 

Other rules in group 1 remain es- 
sentially the same. 

_ Group 2, the nonmandatory rules, 
includes trade standards of quality, 
dissemination of credit information, 
the selling of products on a dry-meas- 
ure basis or by count, the separate 
selling of bulbs and bulblets and, as 
previously mentioned, the disclosure 
of the size of bulbs.

Reviews of New Books 


PLANT PROTECTION. 


A complete treatment of all types 
of plant pests and methods of con- 
trolling them is given in “Elements 
of Plant Protection,” by Dr. Louis 
L. Pyenson, entomologist and plant 
pathologist, Long Island Agricultural 
and Technical Institute. Containing 
536 pages and 226 illustrations, the 
book is published by John Wiley & 
Sons, Inc., New York, at $4.96. 

Bringing together information on 
insects, disease-producing organisms, 
rodents, birds and weeds, the book 
discusses their nature and control 
practices in a simple concise fashion. 
Special emphasis is placed on the 
advantages and disadvantages of ap- 
plication equipment as well as how 
to use the equipment properly. Also 
featured is information on the best 
modern chemicals for pest control. 
The chemicals are grouped for easy 
learning of their characteristics. 

By eliminating technical jargon 
wherever possible, the author pre- 
sents basic facts on plant protection 
in a manner designed to aid the 
reader to recognize new problems 
promptly and to deal with them in- 
telligently. 

ART OF 
DRIFTWOOD DESIGN. 

“The Art of Driftwood and Dried 
Arrangements,” written by Tatsuo 
Ishimoto and published by Crown 
Publishers, Inc., at $2.95 per copy, 
is illustrated with 150 of the author’s 
own photographs, many of full-page 
size and all in black and white. 

Mr. Ishimoto, also the author of 
“The Art of Flower Arrangement,” 
has again presented a simple, direct 
approach to his subject. In the 
book’s 143 pages he discusses equip- 
ment needed, the use of wood and 
rocks together, the gathering of 
beach driftwood and dry wood from 
the forest, the importance of variety 
in subject matter, the use of figurines 
in arrangements and many other 
problems the newcomer might en- 
counter in beginning this fascinat- 
ing, popular method of abstract 
composition. 

Mr. Ishimoto feels that, in turn- 
ing to these materials, the home dec- 
orator or floral arranger works with 
the bare bones of nature herself— 
wood, stones and branches weath- 
ered by wind, sun and water. The 
book shows many types of arrange- 
ments, using varied materials. Some 
are abstract and some imitative of 


nature, while others are traditional 
or modern. 

While dedicated principally to the 
homemaker, this book should be of 
interest to florists searching for new 
ideas in display and design work 


WEED CONTROL. 

Aimed at increasing growing ef- 
ficiency through weed control re- 
search, “Principles of Weed Con- 
trol,” published by John Wiley & 
Sons, Inc., at $5.50, is a book which 
should prove helpful to the student, 
agriculture teacher, research special- 
ist and farmer. 

Written by Gilbert H. Ahlgren, of 
the University of New Jersey; Glenn 
C. Klingman, of North Carolina 
State College, and Dale E. Wolf, of

machine, six rows to the bed at one 
planting, and as many as 50,000 
were put in during a day, instead of 
6,000 or 8,000 with the same man- 
power by the hand method. 

Mechanical means are sought 
wherever possible, and it is hoped 
to cultivate the machine-set beds 
with such equipment and avoid ex- 
pensive hand weeding. Output is 
limited today, according to A. H. 
Hill, not by demand, but by the lim- 
ited labor available for production. 
He looks forward to working up a 
supply of some new dwarf and py- 
ramidal types which have won much 
interest when displayed in the nurs- 
ery rows. 


NORTH JERSEY MEETING. 


Twenty-two members attended 
the meeting of the North Jersey 
Metropolitan Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion held October 18 at Caldwell. It 
was suggested at the meeting that 
President Roy Blair appoint a com- 
mittee to compile a list of good, new 
plant material suitable for landscap- 
ing the many ranch-style homes be- 
ing built in the area.

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The Self-service System 


By Martin Deane Wickett 


Our decision to install a self- 
service system was not lightly 
reached. We studied for months its 
weaknesses and advantages. Our 
final decision to adopt self-service 
operation was based on the success 
of self-service in other retail fields; 
its success in certain instances in the 
nursery field; our belief that self- 
service, properly operated, would be 
economically sound, and our dif- 
ficulty in always obtaining retail 
sales personnel. 

In making this decision, two sec- 
ondary questions arose: Should self- 
service be nursery-wide, or confined 
only to certain areas? Should we be 
exclusively self-service, or should it 
be optional? The answer to the lat- 
ter question was never in doubt, self- 
service would be optional. Our pres- 
ent sales staff would remain intact. 
Customers who preferred the services 
of a salesman would continue to have 
them, and, we hoped, with less wait- 
ing. Customers who preferred self- 
service would be encouraged to wait 
on themselves. The other question 
was less quickly answered. However, 
it seemed obvious that a partial sys- 
tem would be unworkable, perhaps 
even time-wasting. We decided on 
an all-out policy, complete self- 
service throughout the nursery, but 
optional to the customer. He could 
serve himself, or we would serve 
him, or he could combine the two 
if he wished. 

Our next consideration was the 
physical setup required for self- 
service. Special facilities would be 
needed. We installed a self-service 
checkout counter manned by a sales- 
man carefully chosen from our exist- 
ing staff tc handle self-service cus- 
tomers, and a cashier to handle self- 
service sales, combining with this job 
labeling, an operation which greatly 
increases in importance with self- 
service. We added a convenient rest 
room for customers. We placed signs 
throughout the nursery inviting self- 
service and explaining both self- 
service and salesman service. We 
publicized the new plan by integrat- 
ing this information in both audio 
and visual advertising. 

Up to this point everything had

been theory—theory based on sound 
merchandising techniques elsewhere 
to be sure, but theory none the less. 
We were reasonably certain that the 
plan would work and just as certain 
that there would be new problems 
as the plan developed. Some we 
could dimly foresee, and they soon 
came sharply into focus, such as the 
customer who insists on digging in- 
dividual plants from all over a flat; 
the customer who cuts into a new 
flat when several are already cut 
into; the customer who switches 
price tags; the customer who fails 
to see or understand the explanatory 
signs; the infrequent customer who 
resents the idea of self-service; the 
customer who uses the self-service 
counter as a storage and collection 
space, and the customer who takes 
material from nonretail areas, such 
as storage, delivery or landscaping 
materials. 

What about the satisfactory results

of self-service? On the whole oy 
self-service system has worked. The 
week-end after self-service was jp. 
stalled, our nursery did a decidedly 
greater volume of business with the 
same staff, while reducing average 
customer waiting time from ten to 
fifteen minutes or more to virtualh 
nothing. There was generally a fa. 
vorable reaction by customers to this 
new plan. 

How about reaction of sales staff 
members to self-service? For the 
most part they like it; it greatly re. 
duces the pressure of waiting cus. 
tomers. An inverse reaction is that 
salesmen tend to reduce their sales 
efforts, spend more time in main. 
tenance and fail to offer help to 
customers.

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If you are considering self-service 
ior your nursery, you might bear in 
mind the following eight points 
which we feel, from our still-limited 
experience, to be basic: 

j. Self-service should be nursery- 
wide. There should be no “restricted 
ections” in the retail sales area. 

9. Prepare yourself for a certain 
ynount of damaged stock loss, par- 
ticularly in bedding plants. 

3, Provide your customers with a 
envenient, clearly marked place to 
wash up. 

4. Make _ self-service _ optional; 
there are many customers who prefer 
alesman service. 

5. Post suitable signs throughout 
your nursery defining and describing 
your services and policies. 





6. Provide a checkout counter 
strategically located and clearly 
marked. 


7. Put a man at the checkout 
counter who is a combination sales- 
man, diplomat, soothsayer and hor- 
ticulturist and who, preferably, has 
no nervous system. 

§. Be sure your entire nursery 
tock is completely labeled as to 
name, price and, as far as possible, 
description. 

Do not expect self-service to be a 
panacea for all your retail selling 
ailments. It may create, for a time 
at least, as many problems as it 
wolves. But you can expect it to 
lighten peak load pressure and, we 
believe, be an economically sound 
nvestment.

GOLDSWORTHY RETIRES. 


Dr. Marion C. Goldsworthy, plant 
pathologist in the division of fruit 
tree investigations of the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 
Beltsville, Md., retired October 31. 
With E. L. Green, chemist at the 
plant industry station, Dr. Golds- 
worthy has devised short-cut tests to 
determine quickly the fungus-killing 
eficiency of many compounds and 
at the same time to measure the in- 
jury they may do to trees. He took 
out public service patents on five 
chemical compounds, including cop- 
per phosphate, which have been used 
by orchardists as fungicides. His 
scientific reports, bulletins and arti- 
cles number well over fifty. 

Dr. Goldsworthy was born at Mid- 
dlesboro, Ky., but he grew up in 
California, receiving his doctor’s 
degree from the University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley. He served in the 
army during World War I and had 
several years of experience in farm- 
ing before he joined the staff of the 
U.S. D. A. He and his wife, who 
have been living at Tokoma Park, 
Washington, D. C., will make their 
new home at Berkeley, Calif. 


PRESS FEATURES TIPTON. 


The outstanding career of C. L. 
Tipton, Little Rock, Ark., nursery- 
man and florist, was the subject of 
a feature in the Little Rock Demo- 
crat September 2. Mr. Tipton, 74, 
has been in the business for fifty-one 
years and was responsible for the 
landscaping of the Arkansas state 
capitol grounds and many other 
public spots of beauty throughout 
the state.

RODENT AND DEER CONTROL. 


Nurserymen are often troubled 
with mice and other rodents getting 
into seedbeds and coldframes, deer 
and rabbits damaging nursery stock 
growing in the field and moles bur- 
rowing into lawns and bulb plant- 
ings, so they will welcome new rec- 
ommendations for controlling these 
pests. The following were made 
at a meeting of the Pennsylvania 
Nurserymen’s Association by Ernest 


M. Mills, assistant district agent, 
fish and wildlife service, United 
States Department of Interior, 


branch of predator and rodent con- 
trol, New Brunswick, N. J. 

For the mice infesting seedbeds, 
he recommended putting a _tea- 
spoonful of poisoned oats in 
a small can or container, to protect 
the oats from the rain, for every 100 
square feet of area. In the green- 
house the same technique can be 
used. In the coldframe or where 
plants are ‘ mulched,  strychnine- 
treated oats or zinc-phosphide treat- 
ed oats may be spread. For eradicat- 
ing chipmunks, he recommended 
treating apples or rolled oats with 
zinc phosphide. 

Where practical, wire fences may 
be used to repel deer, but otherwise 
spray repellents are used most suc- 
cessfully. He recommended Z.I.P., 
one pound to two and one-half gal- 
lons of water, applied before cold 
weather or one or two times during 
the dormant season. It does not in- 
jure plants. He said that Hess’ Nurs- 
eries had used it successfully on 
rhododendrons. He said that an- 
other deer repellent, Diamond-L, a 
nicotine formulation with a spreader 
or sticker, also showed some promise, 
and it left no color deposit. 

Traps are best for controlling 
moles in lawns or bulbs. The prong- 
type of trap was recommended. 
Tracking poison, such as fifteen per 
cent Parathion dust, shows some 
possibility of control when used in 
the mole runway. DDT gives no 
control. Dead baits do not work for 
moles, although thalium-treated nuts 
show some possibility, and these are 
also a good mouse poison. 

For rabbits, paint repellents ap- 
pear to be best. Number 96A, a new 
repellent paint, available from the 
rodent control fund, University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst, can be used 
for a paint on plants with one stem 
and a few side branches, painted to 
the height at which the rabbits 


reach, but it is too expensive for use 
as a spray.

do not know they are eating any 
poison, and it takes about four days 
for the poison to work. It can be ap- 
plied to corn meal, rolled oats or 
other dry bait, but Mr. Mills did 
not think it suitable for outdoor use. 

Mr. Mills distributed a mimeo- 
graphed list of publications on ro- 
dent, rabbit and deer control, which 
are obtainable from him, and a list 
of repellents and poisons and their 
manufacturers. 


NEW JAP BEETLE SPRAY. 

Experiments conducted during the 
past year by John C. Schread, en- 
tomologist at the Connecticut agri- 
cultural experiment station, New 
Haven, show that methoxychlor will 
give excellent control of the Japa- 
nese beetle, both in the adult and 
grub stages. Other tests confirmed 
past results that DDT and Chlor- 
dane are also effective against the 
pest. 

In comparing the three chemicals, 
tests at the station show that meth- 
oxychlor is slower-acting than DDT 
or Chlordane for grub control on 
lawns, but it is less hazardous to 
handle and less injurious to animals

that one does not need all of them 

to make a complete garden. All have 
sessile, pink peas strung along rigid 
stems, and they differ most in their 
heights, which range from the 
twelve inches or so of fruticosa and 
rotundifolia to the two feet of 
spinosa. Then, if one wants a yellow 
pea, there is O. natrix, which is 
twelve inches tall and blooms pro- 
fusely in July, continuing intermit- 
tently till autumn. Unlike the others 
mentioned, which need an alkaline 
soil, or at least a neutral one, always 
well drained, the yellow’ ononis 
seems to grow best in acid soil. My 
favorite of all the upright, shrublike 
rest harrows is O. hircina. Its growth 
is neater than the others, with less 
of a spreading tendency, and it is 
showier in its large, pink peas with 
white keels. The flowering period is 
a gratifyingly long one, lasting from 
May well into August. It is ex- 
tremely drought resistant, as are the 
others of its kind, and needs little 
care. 

But the loveliest of all rest har- 
rows, and one of the most entrancing 
plants in the whole group of le- 
gumes, is O. cenisia. I could not lo- 
cate its original home, but the name 
would indicate Mount Cenis in 
Italy, from whence come many 
lovely plants. In any case, O. cenisia 
has all the aspects of a mountaineer, 
including 2-inch creeping stems and 
a need for more moisture than the 
others. That does not mean, how- 
ever, that it should have bog treat- 
ment; rather, the plant needs a little 
more moisture than ordinary soil 
carries after it has been subjected to 
two or three weeks of drought and 
hot sunshine. This may be supplied 
ordinarily by giving it a root-run in 
leafy soil among rocks; although 
even then it may be necessarv to use 
the hose during long rainless pe- 
riods. When this rest harrow literally 
covers itself with bright pink flow- 
ers, so copiously as to hide the mat 
of leaves, you will agree, I think, 
that all efforts put forth to grow it 
have been fully repaid. Here the 
flowering period usually covers most 
of June and part of July, and it 
blooms again in autumn, though 
flowering varies with seasons. The 
rest harrows have to be grown from 
seeds, so far as I know, and these 
are usually available in Europe. 


Oxytropis. 


Because oxytropis is full of loco- 
weed and other weeds, and also be- 
cause it is difficult to transplant, it 
has had little attention from garden- 
ers. As a result, you may never want 
to grow the plant. However, it is

Other Legumes. 


Although there are other groups 
{legumes which seldom reach nurs- 
‘ies. there is not room to dwell on 
them at this time. It would be neces- 
ary, anyway, to search them out in 
dd corners, a collector here and an- 
ther there, with always the chance 
that an obscure seed list may offer a 
ittle-known genus. The search will 
ften bring unexpectedly good re- 
alts, as I well know from experi- 
ence, and it is difficult to understand 
why so many commercial growers 
# through life without venturing to 
varch out new plants. 

After seeds are found, it is seldom 
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adificult matter to germinate the 
kgumes. Generally speaking, al- 
though there are exceptions, to be 
wre, the resulting plants should be 
moved to permanent quarters or put 
ato pots while they are small, for 
the tap roots of many kinds should 
wt be disturbed after they once 
lave started to grow well. Although 
there is some difference in the mois- 
ture requirements of the kinds men- 
toned in the foregoing remarks, 
most need only ordinary garden soil 
and sunshine. 

Before closing these notes, I should 
ike to include one more plant, 
mown to me as Vicia unijuga and 
Orobus lathyroides, though both 
ames may be incorrect. Whatevet 
the name may be, the plant is one 
ifthe nicest small plants that I know 
lor a leafy soil in half shade. There 
itwill grow up to ten inches in height 
and produce deep blue flowers all 
during June, making a splendid 
undation in that part of the gar- 
den. In view of the uncertainty of 
the name, the best advice is to look 
or a plant answering this descrip- 
ton and, if found, take it with the 
inowledge that you are buying 
‘omething really good. 

Although it is necessary to stop

limiting to successful rooting as the 
environmental factors. 


Humidification Control. 


Of the environmental factors, 
water has been the most difficult to 
control. It is important in all physio- 
logical processes. Normally, water 
is absorbed by the roots and travels 
through the stem to the leaves, where 
ninety-five to ninety-seven per cent 
is lost by transpiration. With cut- 
tings, little water is absorbed from 
the rooting medium. This amount 
may be only a few cubic centimeters 
per cutting until the cuttings are 
rooted. Since little water is ab- 
sorbed, it is highly important to pre- 
vent water loss from the foliage. The 
best method of preventing water loss 
from the foliage is by maintaining 
high humidity. It is necessary to 
maintain a moist medium to prevent 
drying of the base of the cuttings 
after they are stuck. An optimum 
moisture content of the rooting 
medium is fifteen to nineteen per 
cent. 

Several types of humidifiers have 
been used to increase humidity. 
These humidifiers may be classified 
into several groups, such as mechan- 
ical centrifugal atomizers powered 
by electric motors or water turbines, 
water under pressure, both air and 
water under low pressure and com- 
pressed air for the atomization of 
the water. 

Atomizers of the centrifugal type 
operate on the principle of a turn- 
table revolving at high speed, which 
throws off droplets of water against 
a baffle, thus producing a fine mist. 
Electrically driven units cost from 
$50 to $150 each. If the cost of 
pipe, strainers, humidistats and in- 
stallations is added, it would run 
the cost of this equipment to ap- 
proximately 25 to 55 cents pet 
square foot of greenhouse floor area. 
Some of these units use from one to 
two quarts of water per hour, while 
others, of the turbine type, may use 
eight to ten gallons per hour. 

Humidification may be obtained 
by forcing water under pressure of 
sixty to seventy pounds from noz- 
zles. With some types, the water 
from the nozzles is forced against a 
baffle plate, which breaks it up into 
mist form. Nozzles of the first type, 
with connections, will cost about 10 
cents per square foot. Installation 
and humidistats would increase the 
cost considerably, perhaps to 18 or 
20 cents per square foot. A

At Ohio State University use has 
ken made of the so-called Binks sys- 
em of humidification. The operat- 
ing principle of the Binks system is 
merely the passing of a stream ‘of 
compressed air over a column of wa- 
wr, so that the water is picked up 
and distributed in the form of a fine 
nist from a Binks nozzle No. 164. 
Nozzles along the air pipe are placed 
aout fifteen feet apart. In a 10- 
joot-wide house one line is sufficient. 
Under fifty pounds’ pressure about 
wo and one-half quarts of water per 
wzle per hour is used. With hu- 
midistatic control, the humidity can 
te held fairly constant at medium 
a high percentage. Details of the 
installation can be obtained by writ- 
ing to the de ‘partment of horticul- 
ture, Ohio State University, Colum- 
bu. A commercial company re- 
ently installed the Binks system in 
two greenhouses, 25x100 feet, at a 
cst of approximately 22 cents 
pr square foot of greenhouse 
for area. This cost included equip- 
ment, humidistats and expense of 
mstallation. The system is some- 
what expensive for small installa- 
tions because of the cost of the com- 
pressor. 

Limited tests at Ohio State Uni- 
versity have shown that a constant 
humidity of seventy-five to’ eighty 
per cent is satisfactory for evergreen 
cuttings handled in greenhouses dur- 
ing the winter.

deaux 4-4-50 made on maple tree 
from the time buds appear until th 
leaves are full grown will control 
leaf spots of the rhytissma, phyllos- 
tica, septoria, cylindrosporium and 
gloeosporium species. Bordeaux or 
lime-sulphur applied before the bud 
open is recommended for leaf blight 
taphrina species, of maple. 

For anthracnose, Gnomonia ver- 
eta, of oak trees, Bordeaux 4-45 
should be applied when the leave 
are half grown, and two later appli- 
cations should be made at 2-week 
intervals. For leaf blister, Taphrina 
coerulescens, of oak trees, Bordeaux 
4-4-50 should be applied before th 
buds break. Leaf spot of the Mars 
sonia populi, Sclerotium bifrons and 
phyllosticta species on poplar trees 
can be controlled by applying Bor- 
deaux 4-4-50 as soon as the leaves 
emerge and when the leaves ar 
three-fourths grown. 

Three applications of Bordeaux 
4-4-50 should be made for anthrac- 
nose, Gnomonia veneta, on syca 
more trees: One before the buds 
break, another just after the bud 
break and a third when the leave 
are half grown. For scab or blight 
Fusicladium saliciperdum, on willow 
trees, Bordeaux 4-4-50 should & 
applied before the buds break, when 
the leaf tips emerge, when the leaves 
are one-half to two-thirds grown and 
when the leaves are full grown.

can be controlled by using lime-sul- 
phur at the rate of two gallons ol 
concentrated liquid lime-sulphur to 
100 gallons of water. It should be 
applied as a ground spray when the 
buds show green tips and should not 
be used until regular sprays prove 
unsuccessful. Elgetol or Krenite, 
used at the rate of two quarts in 100 
gallons of spray, is also effective in 
killing apple scab. They are ground 
sprays, to be used after snow and 
surface water are gone but before 
the buds break, at the rate of 600 
gallons per acre. 

Either lime-sulphur, used at the 
rate of twelve gallons of concentrat- 
ed liquid lime-sulphur to 100 gal- 
lons of water, or Bordeaux 6-6-100 
sprayed before the buds break will 
control leaf curl, Exoascus deform- 
ans, of peach trees. Black knot, 
Plowrightia morbosa, of peach trees 
can be controlled by applying lime- 
sulphur at the rate of twelve gal- 
lons of concentrated liquid lime-sul- 
phur to 100 gallons of water when 
the buds begin to swell. Lime-sul- 
phur used at the same rate is also 
effective in controlling leaf spot. 
cercospora species, of cherry and 
plum trees. For leaf spot it should be 
applied just before the blossoms 
open. 

For brown rot, Sclerotinia fructi- 
cola. of plum trees. Bordeaux 4-4-50 
should be used when the first blos- 
soms begin to open. In controlling 
plum pockets. Exoascus pruni, three 
applications of lime-sulphur should 
be made at 10 to 14-day intervals, 
beginning when the buds _ break. 
The first spray should be used at 
the rate of one gallon of concen- 
trated licuid lime-sulphur to ten 
gallons of water. The other spravs 
should contain one and one-half eal- 
lons of lime-sulphur to fifty gallons 
of water.

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Diplocarpon rosae, of roses can be 
controlled with Bordeaux, lime-sy. 
phur sprays or sulphur and lead ar. 
senate dust used at a ratio of nine 
to one. The spray should be applied 
as soon as the leaves begin to appear 
and should be repeated at 10 to 14 
day intervals. The same treatment js 
also recommended for leaf spot on 
roses of the cercospora, phyllosticta 
and septoria species. 

Fixed copper compounds, such as 
Bordow and Cupro K, applied at 2. 
week intervals, beginning when the 
leaves are one-fourth inch long, are 
effective in the control of leaf spot, 
Phyllosticta sanguinea, of cotoneas- 
ters. The same treatment may be 
used for leaf spot, Pseudopezia ribis. 
of currants. Sprays of Bordeaux are 
also recommended for currant leaf 
spot. 

For leaf spot of the lasiobotris 
species on honeysuckle, a fixed cop. 
per compound or wettable sulphurs 
are needed. Treatment should be be- 
gun when the buds break, and thre+ 
applications should be made at 2. 
week intervals. Three applications 
of Bordeaux 2-2-50 made at 7-day 
intervals, beginning when the buds 
on lilacs begin to break, is effective 
in controlling bacterial blight, Bac- 
terium syringae. 

For leaf spot on privet, Cerco- 
spora ligustri, a dormant spray of 
lime-sulphur and three applications 
of wettable sulphur at 14-day inter- 
vals, beginning when the leaves are 
one-fourth inch long, should be 
made. Either a dormant spray of 
lime-sulphur or three applications of 
fixed copper compound should be 
applied to the snowberry for leaf 
spot, Septoria symphoricarpi. 

Sprays of Bordeaux or lime-sul- 
phur when the buds of raspberries 
show green are recommended for 
anthracnose, Plectodiscella veneta. 
Spur blight, Didymella applanata, on 
raspberries can be controlled with 
sprays of either one gallon of Elge- 
tol to i00 gallons of water or one 
gallon of concentrated liquid lime- 
sulphur to ten gallons of water. Ap- 
plications should be made when the 
buds show one-half inch of green. 

When grape shoots are one-half 
inch long Bordeaux 4-4-50 can be 
applied to black rot, Guignardia 
bidwellii. Bordeaux 4-4-50, applied 
when grape leaves are half grown 
and at 2-week intervals during the 
growing season, is effective in con- 
trolling leaf spot, Mycosphaerella 
fragariae. 

Juniper rust can be controlled by 
spraying the plants in the middle ol 
April and two weeks later. Recom- 
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mended as spray solutions are Elge- 
tol, used at the rate of one gallon to 
100 gallons of water, or Bordeaux 
6-6-50, to which one pound of 
monocalcium arsenite, four pounds 
zinc arsenite and one pint of fish oil 
have been added. For tip blight on 
pine and spruce trees Bordeaux 
9.9-50 should be applied from the 
middle of April to the end of May 


for best control.

are relatively underdeveloped, al- 
though Dr. L. C. Chadwick, Ohio 
State University, Columbus, has sug- 
gested Juniperus horizontalis as a 
possible dwarfing stock for varieties 
of juniper. Prof. Karl D. Brase, New 
York agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Geneva, has done some testing 


of crab apples on Malling IX. 
Incompatibility. 


If all the unfavorable or abnormal 
phenomena which can follow graft- 
ing may be properly regarded as in- 
compatibility, then incompatibility 
may be either disastrously harmful 
or relatively harmless. 

W. D. Weeks, University of 
Massachusets, Amherst, has reported 
that, when certain strains of Mc- 
Intosh apple are summer budded on 
Spy 227 rootstocks, both bud and 
stock are killed by the operation. 
Such extreme manifestations are 
relatively rare. 

Overgrowths of scions are gener- 
ally regarded as more undesirable 
than similar development of stocks, 
yet both are sometimes relatively 
harmless insofar as long life, flower- 
ing and fruiting are concerned. At 
the Arnold Arboretum I have re- 
cently observed mature, grafted 
plants of maple and horse chestnut 
which exhibit marked overgrowths 
at the point of union, yet both species 
are apparently vigorous and nor- 
mal. 

In the perfect graft union, the 
wood and bark of both stock and 
scion lie side by side in such a man- 
ner as to permit both elements to 
perform their normal functions of 
conduction and support. In imper- 
fect unions, poor conduction of wa- 
ter, mineral nutrients and elaborated 
food materials may limit the growth 
of both stock and scion. The union 
may also be weakened by the inclu- 
sion of thin-walled cells among the 
normally thick-walled cells of the 
woody area. Such unions may per- 
sist for several years, but ultimately 
the scions will break off smoothly at

the point of union. Such clean 
breaks, especially when associated 
with poor growth, are the most com- 
mon and most serious manifesta- 
tions of incompatibility. 
Compatibility. 

Botanical relationships are fre- 
quently a relatively poor guide to 
compatibility in grafting, but it is 
substantially true to say that seed- 
lings of a species will usually make 
the best stocks for its subspecies and 
varieties. This is not to say, how- 
ever, that one species may not be 
satisfactory as a stock for several 
others in the same genus, nor that 
grafting between genera will be 
necessarily unsuccessful. Most 5- 
needle pines, for example, may be 
successfully grafted on white pine, 
while common quince, cydonia, is 
reasonably compatible with several 
varieties of pear, pyrus. 

It is often possible to achieve a 
compatible union by using an inter- 
mediate stem piece of a variety 
which is compatible with both stock 
and scion. Clapp’s Favorite pear, for 
example, is incompatible with 
quince, but it can be successfully 
grafted on Old Home, which unites 
well with quince. Buerre Hardy is 
a suitable intermediate for Bartlett 
pear. t
